BALTIMORE, July 18 (AP).— 
Cheston L. Eshelman’s wingless

Can Be Unveiled at 
Convention Sept. ‘6.

When photographs of the tinal 


model for a 22-foot granite shaft 
to be placed on Memorial Plaza 
to commemorate the founding of 
the American Legion were made 
public at City Hall yesterday, it 
became known that the three artist 
members of the Municipal Art 
Commission, which has authorized 
the monument, disapproved the 
design but were outvoted by the 
other members of the commis- 
sion. | 

The shaft is being given to the 
city by the Monument Builders of 
America, Inc.,. and is to be un- 
veiled Sept. 6, during the national 
convention of the association here, 
On it is a three-quarters life-size 
figure of a kneeling warrior, de- 
signed by Sacha Schnittmann, a 
sculptor, lately arrived in St. Louls. 

Two of the artist members, 
Charles F. Galt, portrait painter, 
and Perry T. Rathbone, director of 
the City Art Museum, said the de- 
sign should have been the “joint 
work of a first-class architect and 
a first-class sculptor.” Victor Ber- 
lendis, sculptor, said, “None of us 
liked it, but the time was s0 
short, we had to approve it.” Chair- 
man of the commission is L. Baylor 
Pehdleton, an architect. The other 
members are city officials. Rath- 
bone and Galt voted against ac- 
ceptance of the design, but Berlen- 
dis,- waiving his objections to it, 
cast his vote for acceptance. 

Galt Stand. 

Galt, speaking for himself and 
Rathbone, told the Post-Dispatch 
he doubted that the desizn was 
satisfactory, even to Schnittmann. 

“Mr, Rathbone and I,” Galt said, 
“tried from the beginning to im- 
press upon the monument builders 
and the other members of the com- 
mission that a monument of such 
importance to the plaza and the 
city should be given all possible 
consideration, that it should not 
be made hurriedly, or considered 
hurriedly, and that a work of 
this sort should be the joint design 
of a first-class architect and a 
first-class sculptor. 

“Mr. Rathbone especially con- 
tended that the design of a monu- 
ment of this importance should be 
selected by a nation-wide compe- 
tition. The monument builders 
talked much about the shortness 
of time at their disposal and tried 
to hurry us into accepting the de- 
sign. We said that we were not 
concerned with how long it took, 
but that we were only interested 
in having a fine monument. 

“When the monument builders 
asked Mr. Schnittmann to make 
a model of the sculpture, he was 
not given sufficient time to make 
a model that was satisfactory to 
us, or, I believe, to himself. Mr. 
Rathbone and I asked for more 
time for the sculptor and more 
study, but the majority of the 
commission voted to accept it on 
our second meeting, although at 
that time it was not satisfactory 
to Mr. Rathbone or to me.” 

Schnittmann Likes It, 

Schnittmann, who came to St. 
Louis two years ago from New 
York, vehemently denied Galt’s 
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implication that he was dissatis- 
fied with his own work. 

“The sculpture is a beautiful 
thing,” said Schnittmann, profes- 
sor of sculpture at Fontbonne and 
Maryville . colleges. 

“It is true that I only had a 
limited time to design it. I had 
to work all night long several 
times, creating, conceiving and ex- 
ecuting the design, slinging around 
700 pounds of clay. They say it 
would have had more meaningful-., 
ness if I had had more time. That 
statement is a gross error which 
should be discounted and discred- 
ited. 

“You know, I have a great many 
enemies. Many people resent the 
fact that I have received honor 
upon honor. They resent the fact 
that I, a New Yorker and not a 
Midwesterner, am the only per- 
son in the country to hold two 
full professorships at once. 

“They are trying to get me. I 
see the suave hands of certain po- 
litical figures and their cohorts at 
work. I am innocent of any lam- 
pooning of others.» But I don’t feel 
like being the butt of a lot of 
criticism, and eventually I'll get 
back at them, 

“Everybody connected with this 
monument has had axes to grind. 
The other members of the com- 
mission are not sculptors and are 
not qualified to speak. I preach, 
sculpture, I live it. When Mr, Galt 
makes a monument, he can criti- 
cise. Until he does, he can only 
offer questions, queries and sug- 
gestions. He cannot denounce me 
while he ig only a painter.” 

Pendleton, chairman of the com- 


mission, told a reporter he thought 
the monument was “a very nice 
composition.” 


Charles H. Ellaby, president of

“We took official action, and it 
was approved after the commis- 
sion. had discussed it thoroughly,” 
he said. :

Schnittmann, about 28 years old, 
says he has studied medicine, and 
is listed in the telephone directory 
as a doctor. He said, however, 
that the listing was a “typograph- 
ical error.” He said he had been 
assistant concertmaster of a New 
York symphony orchestra. He lives 
at 4745 Westminster place. 


The shaft, which is to cost about 
$20,000, is to be erected on Memo- 
rial Plaza, between -.Thirteenth, 
Fourteenth, Olive and Pine streets. 
On one side is the figure of a kneel- 
ing warrior clutching a sword, on 
the other an eagle, its wings out- 
stretched, clutching an American 
Legion medallion, A previous de- 
sign submitted for the monument

Foxworth said the Italian ac- 
knowledged membership in the 
Fascist party and two of the Ger- 
mans said they were members of 
the Nazi party. All the Germans 
were members of German-Ameri- 
can organizations. None of the 
names was revealed.

WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP).—

only four of the eight alleged 
Nazi saboteurs, the Government to-

CAR-PLANT WELDERS’ CHIEFS 
TO CONFER WITH NAVY MEN 


Production Held Up Three Days at 
War Plant in Dispute Over 

Leaders of an independent weid- 
ers’ union, which has held up pro- 
duction at the St. Louis car build- 
ing plant of the American Car & 
Foundry Co. for three days, were 
scheduled to confer today with of- 
ficers of the Navy, which holds a 
vital war production-.contract with 
the plant. 

Members of the union, which in- 
cludes 44 key welders at the fac- 
tory at 2800 De Kalb street, failed 
to report for work Thursday with 
the explanation they were “going 
fishing” and have not returned, 
necessitating the shutting down of 
the assembly line at the plant, 
which employs about 1500 workers. 
It has operated under a- contract 
with the CIO steelworkers’ union 
for five years. A new contract is 
in process of negotiation although 
the old one still is.in effect. 

The independent union, known 
as the United Brotherhood of 
Welders’ Cutters and Helpers, ap- 
pealed to the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board to bring about recog- 
nition of the union by the company 
for the welders at the plant but 
the board rejected the union’s pe- 
tition. 

A. E. Baker, international presi- 
dent of the union, reiterated today 
officers hadn’t authorized a 
strike bwt said the men’s refusal 
to work was motivated by a desire 
to enforcé recognition. The orig- 
inal CIO contract, he said, was 
signed before most of them had 
entered the employe of the com- 
pany.

The announcement was made by 
John W. Cragun, Washington at- 
torney, who was law clerk to Jus- 
tice Sutherland when he retired 
from the Supreme Court in 1938. 

A heart attack some time dur- 
ing the night was the cause of 
death, Cragun said. The Justice 
was found dead in bed this morn- 
ing at Red Lion Inn where he was 
staying. The inn ‘is owned by Rep- 
resentative Treadway (Rep.), Mas- 
sachusetts. 


Mrs. Sutherland is understood to 
have been with him. 

Justice Sutherland was the first 
Supreme Court member born on 
foreign soil of alien parents since 
1806 and the fourth in history. He 
was born in Buckingham, England, 
March 25, 1862, but was brought 
to this country when 15 months 
old, His father became an Ameri- 
can citizen in 1869. 

Justice Sutherland was appoint- 
ed an associate Justice in 1922 by 
President Harding after being de- 
feated for re-election as Republi- 
can Senator from Utah by Senator 
William H. King, a Democrat and. 
his former law partner. 

Justice Sutherland had a long 
record of opinions adverse to the 
New Deal. Up until his retire- 
ment, he held rank with former 
Chief Justice Hughes as the lead- 
ing writer of opinions on adminis- 
tration litigation. Among those 
opposing the administration was 
one holding that the Guffey act 
to regulate the soft coal industry 
violated state rights, another hold- 
ing that President Roosevelt had 
no right to discharge the late Wil- 
liam E. Humphrey as a member of 
the Federal Trade Commission, 
and an opinion stating that the 
Securities Commission could not 
compel J. Edward Jones, New 
York securities dealer, to testify 
concerning an issue he had regis- 
tered with the commission and 
then withdrawn. 

In addition, he wrote dissents to 
majority opinions which held that 
the Wagner Labor Relations Act 
applied to the Associated Press 
and .sustained the Washington 
state law fixing minimum wages 
for women. The latter decision 
reversed a ruling in 1923 holding 
unconstitutional a similar law for 
the District of Columbia. Justice 
Sutherland had written the opin- 
ion in that case. 

The jurist’s opinions sustaining 
the Roosevelt administration in- 
cluded upholding the 1934 Arms 
Embargo Act that authorized the 
President to forbid the sale of 
munitions in this country for use 
in the Chaco war between Bolivia 
and Paraguay; sustaining a F 
cents a pound tax on the proces 
sing of coconut oil imported from 
the Philippines and the assignment 
by the Soviet government to the 
United States of $8,000,000 of assets 
in this country held by Russian 
corporations which had been taken 
over by. the Soviet. 

Beginning with the October, 1936, 
term after a record of 12 votes 
against administration contentions 
in its litigation to one vote in sup- 
port, Justice Sutherland generally 
voted in line with the administra- 
tion view. Among exceptions was 
his dissent from the decision hold- 
ing that the congressional resolu- 
tion abrogating payment of obliga- 
tions in gold applied to contracts 
for bullion as well as for coin. 

Justice Sutherland served in 
Utah’s first Legislature, was elect- 
ed to the national House of Rep- 
resentatives in 1900 and In 1905 
was promoted to the Senate, where 
he served two terms. He was ac- 
tive in national Republican poli- 
tics. 

Besides his widow, he is survived 
by two daughters, Mrs. Sutherland 
Hempstead, Long Beach, Cal., and 
Mrs, Walter A. Bloedorn, Washing- 
ton, .

The rapid rise in revenue of the 
Public Service Co.’s street car and 
bus business continued through 
June, boosting net profit for the 
first six months of the year to 
$719,120.

LL of our senses—sight, hear- 
Ax. smell, feeling and taste 


itself—combine to make a meal 
taste delicious. You go home at 


might and hear something sizzling 


in the kitchen and the sense of 
hearing gives you an anticipatory 
feeling of pleasure. 

The famous experiments of Pav- 
lov, the Russian physiologist, 
proved that the sight of food 
caused digestive secretions to start 
to flow when the sight was pleas- 
urable and also dried them up 


when the spectacle was disgusting. 


Smell probably enters into taste 
more than either of these senses— 
in fact, it is almost a part of taste 
itself. 

‘Just exactly what taste is, is 
quite as much of a mystery as 
what any of the other senses are. 
According to the physiologist, there 
are four primary tastes, sweet, 
sour, salt and acid, and it can be 
proved by. blindfolding a person 
and dipping a pledget of cotton in 
solutions of sugared water, salt, 
vinegar and acid, that the tongue 
is divided into areas which appre 
ciate these tastes and none other.

BUT FOR MOST of us the pleas-/| 


ure of tasting an article of food 
does not depend upon its primary 
taste but upon a mixture of all of 
them. It would be hard for you 
to say whether such .articles as 
meat and potatoes or bread and 
butter were sweet, sour, bitter or 
salt. 

Hot chocolate, if it is not sweet- 
ened too much can be analyzed 
into the four primary taste sensa- 
tions, but hot chocolate.really gives 
pleasure more by its smell than 
by any of the elements of the sense 
of taste. 

Nobody is able to taste anything 
very much unless the mouth is 
moist or unless the article of food 
is moist. The taste buds in the 
mouth are pocketed in little wells 
and in order to reach them the 
article to be tasted must be in so- 
lution.
